He had been a prac- 
ticing physician here for 32 years 
and with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel was commander of the 78th 
Base Hospital Detachment in 
France during the World War. 

The body was discovered at 11:30 
a. m., after his wife, Mrs. Lulu 
Burns, had made repeated tele- 
phone calls to the office to get in 
touch with him. 

Arthur C. Weinel, employe of a 
dental supply firm with offices 
across the hall from Dr. Burns’ of- 
fice, entered and discovered the 
body, which had rolled off the table 
onto the floor. The pistol, which }| 
had one discharged and five loaded 
cartridges, was near the physician's 
right hand. 

Mrs. Burns, who was still on the 
telephone when the body was dis- 
covered, was notified of her hus- 
band’s death. She went to the of- 
fice immediately from her home 
at 6232 Northwood avenue. She 
told police her husband had been 
in ill health recently and had wor- 
ried over financial difficulties oc-

In separate orders, the Presi- 
dent ruled that though the cotton 
code goes into full force today, 
firms that did not sign. it may. im- 
mediately seek a hearing if they 
regard its terms as unjust. To give 
them time, they were made exempt 
for 10 days from the penalties pre- 
scribed for non-compliance with the 
code’s terms. 

At the same time, at the request 
of the industry, Mr. Roosevelt made 
the cotton code effective indefi- 
nitely instead of for four months. 

One of the changes made in the 
President’s conditions to acceptance 
of the code was to rewrite the 
clause on higher wage levels so that 
it now provides that no worker in 
the upper brackets shall get less 
pay for 40 hours than he used to 
get for the longer work week. 

That now is coupled with require- 
ment that the higher wages shall 
bear the same relation to the new 
minimum that they did to the old. 
Also it.was arranged that mill of- 
fice workers shall be employed an

3,410,507 income tax returns dur- 
ing the 1932 calendar year, on in- 
comes of the preceding 12 months, 
the Internal Revenue Bureau an- 
nounced today. 
Preliminary statistics of income 
showed that up to Aug. 31 of last 
year 3,116,317 returns were filed, a 
decrease of 7.71 per cent as com- 
pared with the record of the year 
before. This reflected $13,231,352, 
000 net income, a drop of 23.7 per 
cent and tax lability of $241,282,800, 
a decrease of 49.06 per cent. 
Returns. were filed - under the 
1928 Revenue Act. Returns filed 
this year will be under the ad- 
vanced rate of the 1932 Revenue 
Act, which also lowered the ex- 
emption. The tax liability and in- 
come probably will be well below 
that of 1931, although the number 
of returns may be greater owing 
to the lowering of the exemption.

“After I had been in the little 
room for a while,” he continued, 
“one of the kidnapers came up near 
me.

I felt around in 
front of me and found a sandwich. 
I ate the meat from it but I was 
afraid to eat the bread because 
bread does not agree with me.

BUDGET HEAD FOR ABOLITION 
OF CITY’S PRIVATE PHONE LINE 


A recommendation that the city 
abolish its inter-departmental pri- 
vate telephone system was made to 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment today by Budget Director 
Meyers, who said a saving of at 
least $10,000 a year would result. 

Meyer said the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. had agreed to buy 
the city’s telephone equipment and 
had estimated that it could replace 
the service for about $1180 a year 
more than the $68,626 the city now 
pays the company for telephone 
service. 

The private telephone system, 
Meyers pointed out, largely dupli- 
cates the service supplied by the 
telephone company.

Comparison Is With Same Period

Expenditures of the city for gen- 
eral purposes in the first quarter 
of the current fiscal year, ending 
last Monday, were $602,716 less 
than in the corresponding. three- 
month period in 1932. Comptroller 
Nolte’s office reports expenditures 
in the quarter just ended as }4,- 
260,997, compared with $4,863,714 
in the first quarter of the last 

fiscal year. ; 

An annual payment of $50,000 for 
purchase of a strip of land sur- 
rounding Tower Grove Park was 
made in the first quarter of the 
last fiscal] year, but has not been 
made so far this year. 

Thirteen items of expenditures 
were increased a total of $68,434 in 
the recent quarter, compared with 
the same period last year. The in- 
creases ranged from $21,110 to pay 
various court judgments for dam- 
ages to $12.16 for military organi- 
zations. There were 80 items of 
decreases, totaling $671,151, the 
largest being $58,607 for the Fire 
Department. 7 

The reduced expenditures are in 
accordance with the current bud- 
get, which was balanced by arrang- 
ing: to trim governmental costs 
considerably. Comparative de- 
creases are expected to be even 
larger in the’ remainder of the 
fiscal year.

clasped his hands. All asked at 
once if he was all right, if he had 
any pills for. his heart disease. 
August Luer nodded. To Carl he 
whispered brokenly, “This is the 
first time I’ve cried since they took 
me away.” 

William and Herman helped their 
father slowly along the driveway to 
the back door of the imposing brick 
house which is on a landscaped hill- 
top beyond the end of Rozier street 
in Northeast Alton. Waiting  in- 
side were their mother, their wives, 
other relatives, relatives-in-law and 
the family physician. 

Trembling from the cold and ex- 
citement, with tears still coursing 
through his white beard stubble of 
five days, the elderly banker em- 
braced Mrs. Helen Luer, from 
whom he never had been separated 
for so long during their 54 years 
of married life. “Oh Mama,” he 
sobbed. “Oh Mama.” Mrs Luer 
said nothing. She just held him 
tight and cried. 

Then the doctor took him up- 
stairs, helped him bathe, gave him a 


ment, washed off the marks of an 
adhesive tape blindfold he had worn 
for more than 120 hours, and put 
him to bed. His condition, the phy- 
sician said, was “fairly good.” Later 
in the day Luer dressed and posed 
for newspaper and movie photog- 


viewed by reporters upon the ad- 
vice, his sons said, of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Soon after Luer was escorted in- 
to his son’s house at 4:15 a m., rel- 
atives, who had known for three 
hours that he had been released, 
gathered in Herman’s driveway in 
groups of three or four to learn de- 
tails of the abduction from each 
other and from the officers who 
had brought the banker home, 

“Imagine,” said Carl Luer, “them 
letting him go without any ran- 
som. But I don’t want to boast 
about that. Jake the Barber 
bragged and look what happened 
to him.” 

(Jacob Factor, Chicago specula- 
tor, boasted that he negotiated the 
release of his son from the cus- 
tody of kidnapers not long ago, 
without payment of ransom. Fac- 
tor was himself kidnaped and was 
released last week after being held 
12 days, when his friends paid 
$50,000.) 

“I guess,” continued Carl Luer, 
“that they were afraid about dad’s 
condition. Afraid he might die on 
them. Their arrangements were all 
so complicated. One of their notes 
we didn’t get until a day late. It 
was thrown on a fellow’s front 
lawn in East Alton and he didn’t 
see it. If we'd got it, those kid- 
napers, you know, might have got 
the money. But I guess they were 
nervous.” 

' Another man buttonholed the de- 
tective who had ridden back from 
Collinsville coatless so that Luer 
might have the garment about 
him. “There ought not to be any 
law for people like that,” he de- 
clared. “They ought to be just 
killed. Imagine putting that poor 


most a mile. Why, he can’t walk a 
block without stopping to rest. 
Letting him go along that dark 
road and stumble and fall. And 
feeding him on ham sandwiches. 
He can’t eat bread on account of 
his heart trouble.

The group shifted and changed 
as the eastern sky became red. 
From officers and the brothers, 
those gathered outside the house 
finally established what happened 
after the kidnapers put August 
Luer out of an automobile some 
time before midnight, on the Bluff 
road, 200 yards north of the Collins- 
ville road, U. 8S. Highway 40. 

There were three men in the 
sedan. One drove and the others 
sat in the back seat with Luer be- 
tween them, his eyes covered with 
adhesive tape as they had been all 
the while he was in captivity. From 
time to time, during that ride, these 
men shoved him forward and 
down, apparently to conceal him 
when other cars were passing. 

When Luer heard the kidnapers’ 
car drive away, he tore off the 
blindfold and threw it into a ditch, 
where Sheriff Peter Fitzgerald of 
Madison County found it later. 
Then he trudged wearily toward 
.the highway, hailing the cars that 
passed. None stopped. One driver 
cursed him for being in the way. 
He realized his clothes were filthy, 
his shoes laceless cast-offs which 
the kidnapers had given him, his 
face unshaven and dirty. 

He plodded west along the Col- 
linsville road until he spied, on the 
front of a house, a neon sign pro- 
claiming that beer and lunch were 
for sale there. “You will never 
know,” he said later, “how much 
that sign cheered me up. I knew 
there was a party there. I could 
see people dancing. When I got 
closer I could hear music.” 

The roadhouse, a yellow two-story 
frame structure on the north side 
of Highway 40, two blocks east of 
the Fairmount race track, is op- 
erated by Mr. and Mrs. Herman E. 
Miller. It is known as “The Coun- 
try Club,” or “Grace’s Place,” and 
is in Golden Acres subdivision. 

Gets Aid at Roadhouse. 

The nickel-in-the-slot phonograph 
was playing “Have You Ever Been 
Lonely?” when Mrs. Grace Miller 
answered a hesitant knock at the 
screen door. “I thought it was a 
bum,” she said later. “He was 80 
dirty. I thought he’d been hitch- 
hiking on the highway. He didn't 
have a hat or a coat and his shirt 
was filthy. His shoes were all 
cracked and torn. There weren't 
even any laces in them. 

“I thought he was looking for 
something to eat, so I told him to 
come in. We always feed them 
when they ask us. He came in then, 
and said, ‘I’m Mr. Luer. The kid- 
napers just dumped me out.’ Some 
of the customers heard that and 
they began to crowd around him. 
I didn’t know anything about the 
kidnaping, hadn’t read about it, but 
they had. 

“tie wanted to get his people on 
the telephone. He tried, but he was 
nervous, so I said I'd do it and he 
gave me a number to call. There

“The operator must have report- 
ed what the conversation was 
about because it was no time at all 
before the officers were here. But 
I had to call four or five times be- 
fore ever I got the phone call 
through, so it was almost 1 o’clock 
when I reached them. He'd been 
here half an hour then. He talked 
quite a lot to the officers and my 
customers and I made him some 
coffee. He had two cups. 
“After the calls were made, he 
tried to give me two nickels, but 
I wouldn’t let him. I told him 
there was no charge. He had a 
little change in his pocket. And he 
had his watch, with an Elk’s tooth 
on the chain. 
“He told us that he was locked 
up in some sort of a basement or 
tunnel and after he was put in 
there, it was 24 hours before he 
heard the sound of a human voice. 
The kidnapers used to come once a 
day to see him and that’s all. The 
rest of the time he’d be all alone, 
blindfolded. He didn’t try to take 
the blindfold off or escape. He 
said they’d told him not to. 
“He said they had made him 
walk over a lot of rocks when he 
was first taken and he hurt his 
feet because he didn’t have any 
shoes. He said his socks got wet 
and his feet were awful cold, so 
he took his socks off and put them 
up against his stomach and bent 
over to get them warm. Finally 
the kidnapers gave him some dry 
socks and that pair of old shoes 
with no laces. He looked terrible 
when he came here. Like he’d been 
in a ground-hog hole or some- 
thing.” 
Son Tells of Phone Call. 

Mrs. Miller’s first telephone call 
was to the home of Herman Luter. 
When there was no answer she tele- 
phoned the kidnaped man’s home 
and Mrs. Luer answered and after 
a moment’s conversation, gave the 
phone to Herman. Standing out- 
doors yesterday morning, while his 
father was being put to bed, Her- 
man told about it. 

“I was excited,” he said. “Then 
he came on the phone and said 
‘Who is this?’ I said ‘Herman’ and 
he said, ‘I’ve been trying to get you 
at your home. ‘I said, ‘Well, I'm 
over at your home,’ and he said, 
‘Where?’ and I said, ‘Over at moth- 
er’s.’ He said, ‘Oh, how’s mother?’ 
I said she was all right and he 
said that was good and then his 
voice faded away. He couldn't seem 
to hear me. A woman came on the 
phone and told me where he was 
and said she was fixing some cof- 
fee for him.

He Charges That Mrs. 
Aimee Semple McPher- 
son Hutton Made Him 
Appear Ridiculous.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 17.-- 


David L. Hutton, husband of the 
evangelist, Mrs. Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson-Hutton, today filed suit 
for divorce, alleging mental cruel- 
ty. The baritone choir singer who 
marricd the Angelus Temple evan- 
gelist 22 months ago at Yuma, 
Ariz., said he was tired of having 
the detzils of their married life 
“publicly discussed.” 

Mrs. McPnerson-Hutton is on th- 
high sees, on her way home from 


Europe. 

Hutton’s complaint charges that 
before the evangelist went abroad 
last January she let it be known 
she wished to “eliminate” him 
from Angelus Temple. The com- 
plaint alleged Hutton had been 


“fired” from the — under or- 
ders from the defendant while she 
was in Europe. This allegation was 
prefaced with the statement that 
“before she left, the defendant told 
various persons she wished to 
sever her marital relations with 
the plaintiff and to eliminate him 
from the business of the temple.” 

The gist of Hutton’s complaint 
fs that the evangelist perpetrated 
a “hoax,” making him appear 
“ridiculous,” in sending a cable 
gram from Paris announcing the 
birth of a baby when, “in fact, 
no baby was born.” Mrs. Hutton 
was in a hospital at the time re- 
covering from what was ultimately 
described as a plastic operation. It 
was finally explained that the ca- 
blegram to Hutton was sent in ‘an 
attempt to uncover a “leak” in con- 
fidential messages she sent to An- 
gelus Temple. 

Hutton complains that persons 
delegated to act for Mrs. McPher- 
scn-Hutton in her absence began “a 
system of intrigue to embarrass and 
humiliate” him, with the “full 
knowledge” of his wife who “failed, 
neglected and refused” to protect 
him from such acts and conduct. 

Hutton disclosed plans for a 
theatrical career beginning ‘Thurs- 
day. He will open at a Long Beach 
theater and then continue appear- 
ances in an eastward tour already 
booked. 

Months ago Hutton dropped out 
of the picture as Temple business 
manager, although he remained 
connected with the Temple until a 
few weeks ago. 

Mrs. Hutton has notified her hus- 
band by cable she will arrive at 
Baltimore July 25 on the City of 
Havre. 

Their marriage was Hutton’s first 

and his wife’s third. She is the 
mother of two children, both of 
whom are married. 

Hutton gave vocal lessons and 
Sang until his marriage to the 
evangelist, Sept. 13, 1931. Shortly 
after his marriage he was namcd 
defendant in a breach of promise 
suit by Miss Hazel Myrtle Joan St. 
Pierre, nurse. After a trial lasting 
several weeks she won a $5000 
judgment which Hutton has plead- 
ed he is unable to pay.

Survivors Tell of Rescue of 36 
From Burning Oil Tanker; How 
Skipper Went Down With Ship 


Captain Refuses to Leave but Signals, as 
Boat Goes Down, That He Is Ready 
to Be Taken Off. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., July 17.— 
The story of an all-day fight against 
fire in the Cities Service oil tanker 
Petrol in a heavy sea, whipped by 
a strong wind, and finally their 
rescue, was told here yesterday by 


36 survivors. 
Capt. F. L. Sears of Dennis, 
Mass., master of the tanker, and 
George R. Binninger of Indianapo- 
lis, a wiper, went down when the 
vessel sank late Friday night off 
the North Carolina coast. 
Capt. Sears refused to enter a 
lifeboat. Binninger perished in the 
explosion, of undetermined origin, 
that started the fire about 9:30 
o'clock Friday morning. He was 
trapped by a bursting steam pipe 
in the ice room. 

Arrival of Survivors. 
The survivors were. brought just 
outside the harbor by the tanker 
Gulf Gem and the steamer Tri- 
mountain, which reached the Petrol 
at nightfall Friday. The first ex- 
plosion, they said, tore away the 
tanker’s wireless and it was im- 
possible to summon aid. 
Ten survivors, uninjured except 
for slight burns and bruises, were 
removed from the Trimountain by 
the tug Cecilia of Charleston. 
Twenty-six others, including two 
seriously injured, were transferred 
from the Gulf Gem to a coast guard) Roaches 
patrol boat, which landed them 
here. 
The two seriously injured—Sec- 
ond Assistant Engineer William J. 
Emsley of Somerset, Masé., and 
Messman John J. Sandow of_New- 
ark, N. J.—were taken to a hospital 
for treatment, while a representa- 
tive of the Cities Service Transpor- 
tation Co., owner of the vessel, ar-

With blazing oil streaming over 
the Petrol and over the water, hope 
of rescue for the men aboard was 
growing dim, First Mate Harlan 
said, when the Trimountain and the 
Gulf Gem came in view about 8:15 
p.m. They had been attracted by 
the flames rising from the ship. 

Rescue in Two Groups. 

The two ships took aboard 27 men 
of the Petrol crew. Then a lifeboat 
manned by the second mate and 
five sailors of the Gem ‘and Harlan 
succeeded in taking the nine re- 
maining men from the burning ship. 
Capt. Sears was with the nine on 
the vessel but he refused to leave 
with them. .. 

“At 10:25 we left the ship (Pe- 
trol),” Harlan said. At 11:15 we 
were back on the Gulf Gem. 

“Five minutes later the Cities Ser- 
vice Petrol went down, Capt. Sears 


sinking he flashed his hand light.”

Sears lost his life because he did not

Labor leaders have placed equal 
emphasis on the rest of the clause, 
which continues: “or to refrain 
from joining any labor ‘union of his 
own 


states, “is convinced that employs 
may ‘a8 & group with em- 
ployers without having to pay dues 
to any union or being restricted 
by any rules or regulations set up 
to control their actions.” 

View of Labor Leader. 

Congressman R. T. Wood, presi- 
dent of the State Federation of 
Labor, recently told a meeting of 
workers that “a company union 
is merely a mutual admiration so- 
ciety,” and, calling attention to tke 
fact that the act is effective for 
only two years, added, “Should 
Congress fail to re-enact this leg- 
islation, you would be right back 
where you are today unless you 
have united.” 

Wood said: “The Government will 
not act as business agent for any 
labor organization, neither will it 
encourage the so-called company 
union.” 


Referring to the appeal for or- 
ganization issued by William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and the recent meet- 
ings in St. Loufs called for all types 
of workers by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union, at which company 
unions have been condemned as be. 
ing contrary to the best interests of 
workers, the bulletin states: “As a 
consequence of this widespread 
propaganda being carried on 
through meetings, posters and per- 
sonal letters to thousands of em- 
ployes, many workers are being 
convinced that they will not be able 
to deal with employers on working 
conditions unless they belong to a 


“This is still a free country,” it 
continues, “and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is given no more 
authority in this law than it has 
had in the past. The operation of 
each individual plant still remains 
with the management and it will 
be up to the individual judgment 
of the executives of each concern 
to determine its plan of action in 
bargaining collectively with its em- 
ployes.”

CHICAGO, July 17.—Arriving at 
Chicago I have fulfilled the mis- 
sion intrusted to me, to carry a 
message of friendship from Musso- 
lini’s Italy to the great American 
people on the occasion of the 
World’s Fair celebrating a Century 
of Progress. 

In the fi first part of the flight 
from Orbetello to Chicago 11,-

the flight from Italy to Chicago, 
considering a few of the most in- 
teresting’ details.

When one considers that in 15 
days from Italy to Chicago the 48 
motors have not missed an explo- 
sion, have not had a single mis- 
hap, one cannot fail to appreciate 
the excellent of our equipment. 

I must give the same ample 
praise to the hydroplane. It is a 
machine which is really ahead of 
the technical progress of our days. 

Praise for Pilots. 

When it is a question of flights 
in mass formation, qualities and 
aptitudes are essential in the per- 
sonnel far more unusual than in 
the case of individual flights. My 
men, however, do not represent any 
particularly exceptional qualities in 
Italian aviation’‘circles. They come 
from normal personnel circles.

The pilots of this flight have so 
far carried out their duty admira- 
bly. On my part I have had to 
hold in check their impatience from- 
time to time during the necessary 
waits, when they begged me to set 
out at all costs.

noticed more by feeling 
words. 

The public has no idea of the 
tremendous physical exhaustion 
which airmen have to undergo on 
a flight of this kind. 

When the machines have come to 
rest and are moored at the basin at 
which they have arrived, the most 
serious part of the work begins, be- 
cause it is necessary immediately 
to see to their refueling. Thou- 
sands and thousands of gallons of 
fuel must be poured into the tanks, 
of great quantities of oil taken on 
in small cans, an exceedingly tiring 
operation which required hours and 
hours of work. 

The captains of hydroplanes, like 
the captains of ships, have the duty 
of superintending all work on 
board.

Gives Credit to Weather Men. 

The success of our fight is due 
in large part also to the excellent 
organfzation of our meteorological 
service. 

We had at our disposal two sub- 
marines of the Italian Navy, two 
supply ships and some whalers with 
Italian radio operators on board. 
The whalers maneuvered 100 miles 
outside the route of the hydrb- 
planes to study winds and atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

Information was carefuliy 
checked and thus absolutely reli- 
able. We also had the willing 
collaboration of the Danish meteor- 
ological service. 

The exact knowledge of time is 
an essential matter for the success 
of these long flights. On the At- 
lantic route .we have noted’ such 
atmospheric variations and such 
changes as can hardly be imagined. 
For example between point of de 
parture and that of arrival we had 
noted during our’ flight a baro- 
metric difference of 11 millimeters. 

I might haye made a halt in 
Greenland. I avoided this stop be- 
cause I consider it is more striking 
to make a single stage which 
among other things avoids the 
danger of becoming stranded in 


the southern part, the atmospheric 
conditions are exceedingly varia- 
ble. 

As to the speed attained by our 
machines during the first part of 
the flight, I may say that, as we 
had foreseen, the average was in 
general between 220 and 225 kilo- 
meters an hour. 

During the Atlantic crossing, on 
account of the powerful head 
winds, we kept an average of 200 
kilometers. In the other stages of 
the flights we made an average of 
250 kilometers. 

Everywhere along our route we 
were received with an enthitsiasm 
which has profqundly moved us. 
That convinces me that the im- 
portance of our undertaking has 
been fully realized throughout the 
world. 

From Europe to Labrador, from 
Labrador to Canada, and. from 
Canada to Chicago, our flight has 
not seemed like any ordinary 
flight in the usual sense. 


“The World Moving On.” 


The public has Ainderstood that 
it is the world moving on, that we 
are all in the grasp of a new spirit 
which urges us towards progress, 
and towards new human conquests. 

The Italian Air Force, instead of 
carrying out military maneuvers in 
Europe, has come here to America 
to bring a friendly greeting and 
fulfill a peaceful mission. In con- 
sequence of the great progress it 
has achieved, aviation, like the 
steamship, can accomplish flights 
over all seas and fulfill important 
missions of peace. Italy has been 
the first to give an example of

The Italian airmen are soldiers 
in the service of a nation which 
has a great inspiration at its head, 
‘Mussolini. I owe to him, to his 
invaluable commands, my success 
in controlling my anxiety and 
waiting for the right moment for 
the beginning of the flight; and I 
owe also to him and to his inspira- 
tion as a leader my unshakeable 
faith in the victory. 

Mussolini, from . Rome, inspires 
and brings good luck to the three- 
colored wings which bear over the 
world the thrill of his great heart 
and of his great mind, straining 
towards the ideal of a new world 
of greater prosperity for all, a 
world more human and more pow- 
erful.

SOUGHT BY HAY 


City — Presents 
Argument for 20 Pct. 
Reduction in St. Louis 
Gas Rates. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond-

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17.— 
Valuation of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis for rate-making 
purposes should be reduced from 
$47,000,000 to $28,000,000, City Coun- 
selor Hay argued before the Public 
Service Commission, today. 

Hay made the opening statement 
at a_hearing on the city’s applica- 
tion for a 20 per cent reduction of 
domestic gas rates. 

Earnings on Laclede's common 
stock were attacked by Hay. He 
said the company paid a 10 per 
cent dividend on its common stock 
and added $200,000 to its surplus 
in 1929, while it pajd a 10 per cent 
dividend in 1930 and 8 per cent in 
1931, taking less than $200,000 from 
the surplus in each of,these two 
years to help make the payments. 
Last year, he added, the dividend 
was 6 per cent. 

Cites Rate Increases. 

Domestic rates were increased_in 
1929 and on March 2, 1932, the 
method of charging was changed 
to the therm, or heating unit, basis, 
with the announced purpose of ac- 
complishing an 8 per cent reduc- 
tion, Hay related. Actually, he as- 
serted, the average domestic user 
had not received a reduction. The 
domestic rate greatly exceeded cor- 
responding charges in St. Louis 
County, althowgh conditions were 
far more favorable for a cheaper 
rate in the city than the county, 
the Counselor declared. . 

The St. Louis gas rate is higher 
than elsewhere in Missouri, except 
for 10 towns “burdened with pri- 
vate concerns supplying manufac- 
tured gas,” Hay said. In 90 Mis- 
souri towns having natural gas 
supplies the rates were lower than 
in St. Louis, he added. In some 
of the latter places the rates were 
not more than half of the schedule 
in St. Louis and the rates in Kan- 
sas City are one-third less than in 
St. Louis, the Counselor asserted. 
He insisted “the rate in St. Louis is 
nothing short of unconscionable.” 

Figures Valuation. 

Reproduction cost . of Laclede's 
property and fair value of its used 
and useful property did not ex- 
ceed $28,000,000, Hay declared, say- 
ing much of the company’s plant 
included in the last valuation should 
be excluded now because it man- 
ufactured only 35 per cent of the 
gas it distributed. He said 30 per 
cent of the supply was bought from 
plants at Wood River and Granite 
City, Ill., and 35 per cent from nat- 
ural gas distributers. Laclede should 
furnish its customers entirely with 
natural gas and eliminate all sts 
manufacturing equipment from the 
rate base, he declared. Laclede 
could supply natural gas much 
cheaper than the present rates and 
still make a fair seturn, he alleged.

ECENTLY there have appeared an- 
~nouncements in reference to hospital 
insurance schemes by several local medi- 
cal institutions. Are these schemes de-, 
signed to aid the suffering public or are 
they another method, under the guise of 
humanitarianism, to help these hospitals 
balance their budgets? 

- From 1910 to 1933, the hospital bed ca- 
pacity in the United States has increased 
from 421,065 to 1,014,354. This has been 

brought about by many factors. One is 
competitive construction to build ‘the 
largest and finest hospital, another the 
wills left by wealthy individuals directing 
that certain types of hospitals be built 
with their money. But there has been no 
attempt by any group to determine the 
need for new hospitals; nor ordinarily are 
funds left to maintain hospitais after they 
are built. Result: There are more hospi- 
tal beds available than there are patients 
to fill them. This situation obtains in St. 
Louis. The past few years have witnessed 
erection of several skyscraper hospitals. 

It seems to me, as a physician, that 
there should be some study devoted to the 
population's requirements for hospital 
beds and that hospitals should not be 
built unless there is need for them. Fur- 
thermore, philanthropists should leave 
. gomething in the way of an endowment to 
provide for maintenance.

‘ Louis F. Hoffman, president of 
the company, told the mediators 
She would pay the workers 10 cents 
a pound for half kernels and 5 
cents for broken pieces. They had 
been getting 7 and 4 cents. He 
added, however, that he had been 
anticipating closing the factory at 
700 North Second street next month 
because of scarcity in supply of 
nuts, and pointed out that the 
workers would have employment 
only for a short time. 
Representatives of the workers, 
who said they had been averaging 
between $2 and $4.50 a week, held 
out for the same scale paid at the 


of the strike there. The Funsten 
company pays 90 cents for picking 
a 25-pound box. Hoffman said pay- 
ment by the box handicapped 
skilled workers. Canty said the 
Funsten nut pickers averaged $7.36 
a week under the new scale.

sues of the joints. 

By these are meant the synovial 
membrane, the so-called lubricating 
membrane of the joint (which se- 
cretes synovial fluid) and the cap- 
sules which surround the joint, 
helping to form a hinge for the 
jointed bones. 

There is a large accumulation of 
evidence which points to the dis- 
ease as in the nature of a chronic 
infection. 

The abnormal c ges which the 
tissues of the affec joints under- 
go and the clinical course of the 
disease, closely parallel those of 
other infectious processes. The 
swelling heat and pain found in 
rheumatoid arthritis resemble the 
joint symptoms found in the spe- 
cifically infectious disease, rheuma- 
tic fever. ; 

Because of the fact that rheuma- 
toid arthritis is thought to be in- 
fectious in nature, many attempts 
have been made to connect this dis- 
ease with the existence of foci of 
infection elsewhére in the body. 

Attempts have also béen miade to 
isolate germs from the blood and 
from the affected joint of patients 
suffering from rheumatoid arthri- 
tis. 

In a substantial number of cages, 
certain germs have been found in 
the blood, joint tissues, and joint 
fluids. 

Furthermore, animal experimen- 
tation has lent support to the be- 
lief that rheumatpid arthritis is due 
to infection. A number of scientists 
in different laboratories have found 
that rabbits injected with small 
doses of certain types of germs 
{weakened hemolytic streptococ- 
cus) taken from rheumatoid pa- 
tients develop arthritis in one or 
more joints. 

It is interesting to note that the 
arthritis developed by the rabbits 
involves joints. similar to those 
most commonly affected in human, 
patients, namely in the hands and 
fingers. 

Certain other tests and studies 
involving intricate laboratory pro- 
cedures strongly support the beliéf 
that rheumatoid arthritis is due to 
infection. '

Opener’s Rebid Ils Two Spades. 

This is really the most desiravle 
response you could hear, other than 
a forcing response, of course. You 
now’ know he has five hearts and 
four spades (possibly six and five, 
though with only two minor suit 
losers he could probably bid four 
hearts right away for his rebid). 
Your hand limits the diamond losers 
to one. The hand’s limit will de- 
pend on whether there are two club 
losers and also a loser in one of the 
major suits, and so forth. If your 
partner has two diamonds ang a 
club, you certainly want to play 
the d for game. However, you 
cannot ascertain this by any bidding 
device known tome. Play the hand 
for game, anyhow, and if you only 
make one out of three, you are Ge- 
riving tremendous benefit from this 
line of ‘bidding. , 

Raise the Spades First; Then Use 
Delicacy. 

Your bid, over two spades, is 
three spades, not three hearts. This 
tells your partner that you have at 
léast four spades as well as four 
hearts and I think you should take 
him to four spades if, over your 
three spades, he bids four hearts. 
However, if over your three spades 
he bids three no trumps, I would 
bid four hearts and leave it to him 
whether to bid four spades or not. 
He has now shown a very strong 
hand and may have some reason 
for preferring the longer suit as 
trumps. At least, he is evidently 
better able to make a delicate 4e- 
cision than you are. You have done 
your full duty in making two con- 
structive bids without a face card. 

A Delayed Slam Try. 

If your clubs were headed by the 
ace, and either of your major suit 
holdings included the queen, es- 
pecially the spades, because there 
are probably only eight spades be- 
tween you, a gentle slam try in the 
form of a raise to five in whichever 
major suit your partner selected for 
his bid of four would be advisable. 
Surely there cannot be more. than 
two losers. 

Opener’s Rebid Is Three Diamonds. 

This is not a joy to hear by any 
means, You must take him back 
to three hearts, a preferénce-show- 
ing sign-off. With a fair‘hand, you 
would be able. to bid three no 
trumps or four hearts. Opener 
would pass your three hearts un- 
less very strong. : 

If he bids three no trumps or 
four diamonds, you must, of course, 
bid four hearts for safety, and hope 
that it will turn out well. You can- 
not be hurt, and need only a little 
luck to make the game, as this is

Which, once the heart support is 
known, screams for a game con- 
tract, the nature of whichever 
must, ‘however, be decided by the 
presumably very weak responding 
hand. If the latter has practically 
no high cards, there will be several 
finesses to take, so the contract 
must be in hearts, in order that 
Dummy can get in to facilitate 
these finesses. If Dummy has a 
few scattered high cards—two 
queens and a jack or a king and 
queen—ten or something approxi- 
mately equivalent, then responder 
can pass three no and the 
hand will play well in that declara- 
tion as these finesses will no longer 
exist, and the hand will probably 
take as many tricks in no trumps 
as in hearts. With the weak re- 
sponding hand which we have been 
illustrating, no trumps is absolutely 
out of the question. He must al- 
ways take the bidding back to 
hearts, wherein lies the safety of 
the hand and also its sole future.
